journed meeting in the board of trade 
rooms last evening. 
KGV. Dr. Dana called 


the meeting to order and Rev. Mr. Hun- 
tlngton was chosen secretary pro tern. 


It was expected that Mayor Pickman 


would be present at the meeting, but a 
meeting of the finance committee detained 
him. 
HOD, George F. Richardson was also 


unable to attend. 


Rev. Mr. Wright said be did not think 


that the condition of this city during these 
slack times is so serious as represented. 
Relative to the report o£ the relief commit- 
tee 
he 
beliercd 
it 
should 
be pre- 


sented to the majority of the churches, in 
order thai it might be acted upon in an 
telllgent manner. 


Rov. Mr, Merriam wanted tha report of 


the committee read. 
Fourteen churches 


were represented at the meeting and he 
believed that was a good representation of 
the league. 


Rev. Mr. Wingren thought the report 


should be acted upon as early as possible, 
iu order that the true condition of the 
working class might be ascertained. At 
this point the chair stated that every min- 
ister had been notified to bo present at the 
meeting. 


Mr. Wright again objected to the read- 


ing of the report, but the vote of the or- 
ganization called for Ibe report and ao it 
was read by.Rev. Mr. Hall as follows: 


Your committee would make the follow- 


ing recommendations (for your criticism 
and acceptance) as a working scheme— 
should it become 
incumbrent 
on the 


churches to assume larger duties of relief 
effort during the coming winter. 


1. That all the congregations and pas- 


tors aud benevolent persons pJ the city be 
invited to uuite In this special relief work. 


2. Tliat each church, be open from 2 to 
i o'clock Sunday afternoons, beginning the 
third Sund"ay of November, 1S9S, to receive 
all applicants for work, 


3. That each church appoint a committee 


of three or more of its members to be in Fit- 
tendance at such time to receive such ap- 
plicants. 


4. That all such applicants, who may be 


deemed deserving by the committee in at- 
tendance, be referred to tbe central office 
of this special relief work, there to be re- 
lieved as the circumstances of each case 
requires, and as the means at tbe com- 
mand of this Church League 
will allow 


All results of investigations by the centra] 
office committee shall be conducted 
and 


kept in a strictly confidential manner, ex- 


; cept in the cases which may be fraudulent. 


5. That a committee of seven be ap- 


pointed by the Church League to establish 
a central office of relief, to (avail them- 
selves if they think wise of the offer of the 
Ministry-at-Large), to which central office 
shall be referred all cases for relief. Thai 
tbe mayor, city marshal and c:erk of the 
overseers of the poor be Invited to co-oper- 
ate and become associate members of this 
committee. 


0. That arrangements be made by which 


the tramps and beggars at our doors be fed 
at the police station or some other place 
appointed by the cily authorities; thus re- 
moving a danger which is threatening us 
and at tlie same time relieving the imine- 
dlaie wants of those in distress. 


7. That arrangements be effected 
by 


which coal and groceries can be purchasec 
in small quantities at wholesale prices by 
those bearing cards from the central office 
thus saving the poor the extra commissior 
wh'!-3 they retain their self respect. 


8. That contributors' relief tickets to the 


amount of $1 or more be put on sale in the 
churches and elsewhere, each contributor's 
relief ticket entlllins the contributor to 
recommend an applicant to the centra 
oflice for relief, such contribution being 
used to meet these disburamenta for thii 
special relief. 


6. That the Ladies' Sewing, Ladies 


Benevolent and Young People's societies 
of the churches be invited to co-operate in 
this special relief work. 


While submitting tbe above scheme o 


work for your criticism aud acceptance 
your committee would here make furthe 
recommendation that this special relle 
he not allowed to interfere with or super 
sede the acikrna of the agencies which have 
the first claim in this matter. 


We would further recommend that this 


relief work be flrst put before the 
differ 


ent trades unions and also before stock 
holders of Lowell industries outside of. tli 
city as their rightful privilege of aiding 
Lowell in limes of depression as well a 
prosperity and of relieving our already 
fully burdened taxpayers and churches. 


It was tlien voted that tbe report be given 


to the press for publication, and that it b 
made the order for discussion at tue nex 
meeting. 
Hot Snot For TrarteB Unions. 


When tbe report had been read Rev. Mr 


Wright said that the trades unions should 
help men who are out of employment 
"If these unions can put away money suf- 
ficent to fight capital and proclaim strikes 
and then give aid and support to those whc 
are out on strike for weeks and months, i 
is rather funny if they cannot now lend as 
sistance to those out of employment.

work. Now after considering .the subject 


proposed to my church that we take ten 


ipplicants recommended by Miss Mudge, 
'urnisli them with sewing, which they 
could do in the vestry of the church, and 
pay them 50c a day, besides giving them 
heir dinner.

Mr. Lindsay informed Lawyer Unter- 


meyer that to bis knowledge the Madison 
Square bank had "been, insolvent for the 
past six months. 
After examining tha 


proofs snbmitted to him, Mr. Lindsay 
pronounced it a clear case ol forgery. He 
said ha would go before the grand jury 
nnd lay the facts before that hody. 
Vice 


President Cannon of the Fourth National 
hank, who is one of the receivers of Madi- 
son Square hunk, declined to discuss the 
notion of Mr. Untermeyer. Mr. Cannon 
said that Mr. Untermeyer had full power 
In the matter, and that a criminal action 
had been decided upon.

the copartnership directory, are Frederick

President Blaut began his business career 
in this city as a waiter and port owner in.

vole. It will not meet the approval of the 
administration which stands for uncondi- 
tional repeal. 


"In my opinion the question is broader 


and more important than that summed uu 
in the silver attitude; it is whether the 
ma~- 


jority of the legislative body will be allowed 
to record its opinion and vote without ac- 
ceding to the dictates of the minority. 
The question is upon the broader issue of 
the rights of the majority and no better 
time is offered to fight it out than now. 


"In giving this opinion I believe I voice

Grants an Interview Upon 


the Question of Repeal. 


BELIEVES

GOVERNMENT 


STAND FIRM. 


Majority 
Should Not Bend to the 


Minority.

BOSTON, Oct. 23. Gov. Russell arrived 


in this city this morning from Washing- 
ton and he consented to be interviewed 
npon the silver question. 
He said that 


while at Washington, lie talked with many 
prominent politicians upon the question of 
the repeal of the silver bill, and that he is 


confident of the 
unconditional repeal of 


bill. 
He said: "1 do not believe that the 


compromise bill will amount to anything 
iu reality, or that it will even come to a 
vote. It will not meet the approval of the 
administration which stands for uncondi- 
tional repeal. 


"In my opinion the question i3 broader 


and more important than that summed up 
in the silver altitude; it is whether the ma- 
jority of the legislative body will be allowed 
to record its opinion arid vote without ap- 
cedirig to the dictates of the minority. 
Tho question is upon the broader issue of 
the rights of the majority and no better 
tiitip is offered to fight it out than now. 
"In giving this opinion I believe 1 voice 


tho overwhelming sentiment of the coun- 
try,and of tho administration.1 doubt if the 
compromise measure will reach a vote, but 
believe that it will only serve to force a 
gieater fight for unconditional repeal. 
Whether repeal comes in one week or six 
months it is better to prolong the fight 
than to grant a concession in a comproaiiso 
bill, and thereby abrogate the demands of 
the majority."

will allow. 


All results of investigations by the central 
oltice committee shall be conducted 
and 


kept in a strictly confidential manner, ex- 
cept in the cases which may be fraudulent. 


5. That a committee of seven be ap- 


pointed by the Church League to establish 
a central oflice of relief, to (avail them- 
selves if they think wise of the offer of the 
Mlnistry-at-Large), to which central oflice 
shall be referred all cases for relief. That 
the mayor, city marshal and clerk of the 
overseers of the poor be invited to co-oper- 
ate and become associate members of this 
committee. 


0. That arrangements be made by which 


the tramps and beggars at our doors be fed 
at the police station or some other place 
appointed by the city authorities; thus re- 
moving a danger which is threatening us 
and at'the same time relieving the imme- 
diate wants of those in distress. 


7. That arrangements be effected 
by 


which coal and groceries can be purchased 
in small quantities at wholesale prices hy 
those bearing cards frjru the central oflice; 
thus saving the poor tSir. u.ttra commission 
while; they retain their self respect. 


y. That contributors' relief tickets to the 


amount of $1 or more be put on sale in tho 
churches and elsewhere, each contributor's 
relief ticket entitling the contributor to 
recommend an applicant to the central 
ollice for relief, such contribution being 
used to meet these disbursments for this 
special relief. 


0. That the Ladies' 
Sewing, 
Ladies' 


Benevolent and Young People's societies 
of the churches he invited to co-operate in 
this special relief work. 


While submitting the above scheme of 


work for your criticism and acceptance 
your committee would here make further 
recommendation that this special relief 
be not allowed to interfere with or super- 
sede the actions of the agencies which have 
the first claim in this matter. 


We would further recommend that this 


relief work be first put before the 
differ- 


ent trades unions and also before stock- 
holders of Lowell industries outside of the 
city as their rightful privilege of aiding 
Lowell in times of depression as 
well as 


prosperity and of relieving our already 
f u l l y burdened taxpayers and churches. 


It was then voted that the report be given 


to tbt; press for publication, and that it be 
made the order for discussion at the next 
meeting.

proofs submitted to him, M.r. Lindsay 
pronounced it u clear cn.se of forgery. lie 
gnid he would go before the grand jury 
and lay the facts before that body.

President Cannon uf the Fourth National 
bank, who is one of the receivers of Madi- 
son Square bank, declined to discuss i.ho 
action of Mr. Uutermeyer. 
Mr. Cannon 


said that Mr. Uutermeyer had full power 
in the matter, and that a criminal action 
had been decided upon. 


The directors of the bank, as given in 


the copartnership directory, are Frederick 
A. Kurshedt, Eu>U Frenkel, A. S. Kivlis- 
cher, James D. Lenry, Ronald T. Otten- 
berg, Andrew Soulard, Joseph F. Blaut, 
Lewis Thompson and Charles E. iielovor. 
President Blaut begun his business career 
In this city as a waiter and part owner iu 
a Third avenue eating house. 


The Arrest*.

Thompson, cashier, and Ronald T. Mc- 
Donald, a director of the defunct Madison 
Square bank, were arrested at thu Hoff- 
man House lust night, whilst attending a 
meeting of the directors.

their arrival. 


They had barely reacted ihe-court when 


they were joined by Edward T. Stokea, 
who qualified in $i»,000 for McDonald and 
his bond was accepted. A Dr. Tutts pre- 
sented himself as bail for Thompson, but 
BS he was not personally known to the 
•judge and no one in eourt could identify 
him his bail was refunded. 
No one ap- 


peared to bail out Blaut. and the judge 
told Mr. Qrady, their counsel, that he 
would open court early in the morning to 
receive bail. 
The charge against them is forgery in 


the third degree iu altering a promissory 
note issued by the Fort Wayne Electric 
company, drawn, iu June, 1893, for $40,- 
696.73, by feloniously adding to the en- 
dorsement the words "not negotiable only 
in accordance with contract under which 
notes have beea made." 


The judge stated he had aisrned war-

Would Assist in Relief. 


CALLS FOR ASSISTANCE 
FRO>T 


LOCAL TRADES UNIONS. 


Feasible Plans for Putting Idle Hands 


at Work. 


The Lowell Church League held an ad- 


journed meeting in the board of trade 
rooms last evening. Kcv. Dr. Dana called 
the meeting to order and Eev. Mr. Hun- 
tington was chosen secretary pro tern. 


It was expected that Mayor Pickman 


would be present at the meeting, but a 
meeting of the finance committee detained 
liim. Hon. George F. Richardson wag also 
unable to attend. 


Kev. Mr. Wright said he did not think 


that the condition of this city during these 
slack times is so serious as represented. 
Relative to the report of the relief commit- 
tee 
he 
believed 
it 
should 
he pre- 


sented to the majorily of ihe churches, iu 
order that It might be acted upon iu an in- 
telligent manner. 


Kcv. Mr. Merriani wanted the report of 


the committee read. Fourteen -churches 
were represented at the meeting and he 
believed that was a good representation of 
the league. 


liev. Mr. "VVingren thought the report 


should be acted upon as early as possible, 
in order that the true condition of the 
working class might be ascertained. At 
this point the chair stated that evffl-y inln- 
ister had been notified to be proaeut at the 
meeting. 


Mr. Wright again objected to the read- 


ing of the report, but the vote of the or- 
ganization called for the report and so it 
was read by Rev. Mr. Hall as follows: 


Your committee would make the follow- 


ing recommendations (for your criticism 
and acceptance) as a working scheme— 
should it become 
incumbrent- 
on the 


churches to assume larger duties of relief 
effort during Ihe coming winter. 


1. That all the congregations and pas- 


tors and benevolent persons of the city be 
invited lo unite In this special relief work. 
, 2. That each church be open from 2 to 
4 o'clock Sunday afternoons, beginning the 
third Sunday of November, 1S03, to receive 
all applicants for work. 


3. That each church appoint a committee 


of three or more of its members to he in at- 
tendance at such time to receive such ap- 
plicants. 


4. That all such applicants, who may bo 


deemed deserving by Ihe committee in at- 
tendance, be referre'd to the central 
office 


of this special relief work, there to be re- 
lieved as the circumstances of each case 
requires, and as the meaus at the com- 
mand of this Church League will allow. 
All results of investigations by the central 
office committee shall be conducted 
and 


kept in a strictly confidential .manner, ex- 
cept in the cases which may be fraudulent. 


5. That a. committee of seven be ap- 


pointed by the Church League to establish 
a central office of relief, to (avail them- 
selves if they think wise- of the offer of the 
Mlnistry-at-Large), to which central office 
shall be referred all cases for relief. That 
the mayor, city marshal and clerk of the 
overseers of the poor he Invited to co-oper- 
ate and become associate members of this 
committee. 


C. That arrangements be made by which 


the tramps and beggars at oar doors be fed 
at the police station or some other place 
appointed by the city authorities; thus re- 
moving a danger which is threatening us 
and at the-same time relieving the imme- 
diate wants of those in distress. 


7. That arrangements be effected 
by 


which co.il and groceries can be purchased 
in small quantities at wholesale prices by 
those bearing cards from the central office; 
thus saving tbe poor the extra commission 
while they retaiu their self respect. 


8. That contributors' relief tickets to the 


amount of SI or more be put on sale in the 
churches and elsewhere, each, contributor's 
relief ticket entitling the contributor to 
recommend an applicant to the central 
office for relief, such contribution being 
used to meet these disbursments for this 
special relief. 


B. That the Ladies' Sewing, Ladies' 


Benevolent and Young People's societies 
of the churches be invited to co-operate in 
this special relief work. 


While submitting the above scheme of 


work for your criticism and acceptance 
your committee would here make further 
recommendation that this special relief 
be not allowed to interfere with or super- 
sede the actions of the agencies which have 
tbe first claim in this matter. 


We would further recommend that this 


relief work be first put before the 
differ- 


ent tradns unions and also before stock- 
holders of Lowell industries outside oE the 
city as their rightful privilege of aiding 
Lowell in times of depression as well as 
prosperity and 
of relieving our already 


fully burdened taxpayers and churches. 


It was then voted that the report be given 


to the press for publication, and that it be 
made the order for discussion at the next 
meeting. 


Hot Shot For Trades Unions. 


When the report had been read Kev. Mr. 


WrigUt said that the trades unions should 
lielp men who are out o£ employment. 
"If these unions can put away money suf- 
ficent to light capital and proclaim strikes, 
and then give aid andsupport to those who 
are out on strike for weeks and months, it 
is rather funny if they cannot now lend as- 
sistance to those out of employment. 


"Some of these unemployed are the very 


ones who assisted the trades unions when 
they had strikes on their hands. The cor-

Now after considering the subject 
I proposed to my church that we tako ten 
applicants recommended by Miss Mudge, 
furni&h them with, sewing, which they 
could do in the vestry of the church, and 
pay them 50c a day, besides giving them 
their dinner. 
We could then use tbe arti- 


cles made, by offering them for sale at a 
church fair and let the receipts go to help, 
the church out in whatever expenditures 
may be made in conueclion with tbe plan. 
Then an aid committee could be appointed 
to find out what kind of dress goods people 
may want to have made up and also see 
what kind of sewing the needy call do."

AGED CLERK STRUGGLES WITH 


THE ROBBERS. 


Who Finally 
Make Their 


Through the Crowd. 


Escape 


HAVEEHILL, Mass., Oct. 3i.—Theofflco 


»f Henry "P. Tyler, Haverliill's largest 
money lender, both on real and personal 
property, was the scene yesterday after- 
noon of one of the most daring attempts 
dt daylight robbery that hns ever been 
known here. Tyler's office is on Merrimac 
street, and ac all times it contains, beside 
much money, thousands of dollara' worth, 
of watches and diamonds. 


The hour selected far the attempted 


crime was about 5 o'clock, when the street 
is crowded with people returning from 
their respective vocations. The only oe- 
cupaut of the office \vua tha aged and 
trusted clerk, John P. M. Greene, a man 
of 70. The door opened and two men, 
rather forbidding looking villains, came in, 
and, giving a fictitious name, one asked 
Mr. Greene to look np a mortgnge on 
which they desired to pay the interest. 


Mr. G-reeuo went to the rear oflice and 


opened the safe door in order to find the 
paper aaked for. He had 110 sooner done 
RO than he was seized from behind by the 
larger of the two men. Though notrjhysi- 
cnlly a strong man, he succeeded in-throw- 
Ing his assailant from him and cried out 
for help. Both men then made a dash for 
the door. 


Got Away From the Crowd, 


Greene's cry was heard, and a big crowd 


collected at the door and confronted the 
two robbers, but by & dash that would 
have done credit to college football ath- 
letea they broke through this and took to 
the residential portion of the city. They 
were so quickly out of sight that chase 
was not given bhem. 


Had the men succeeded ID overpowering 


Greene, their h?iul would have been a rich 
one. 


The following is the description of tho 


men now in the hands of the polico: One 
was Oft. ain. in height, dark hnir, black 
moustache and wore dork clothes.

second was a small, wiry built fellow of 
light complexion and apparently about 30 
years of age. There is no further clue to 
their identity.
